daries set by the law of libel. But Varsity 
traditions must’ be" maintained, and if the 
proceédings of the Inst few weeks are to be 
tiusted, the old sludent spirit of tho 
North ia not decadent. ‘‘ O-quid-est-esse- 
juvenum!” asa fresher’ once declaimed in 
the Junior Humanity Class to the horror 
of tho Profeasor,—it is a good thing to be 
young, éven very young, for one month, at 

least, in a college lifetime. 

It is possible to exaggerate the ‘political 
significance of “Rectorials.” On the other 
“hand, their soriousness may bo lost sight 
of by a too great attention to mere outward 
éxuberances of youthful high spirits. Not 
unseldom the student vote reflects in a 
faithful manner the movements of opinion 
outside academical precincts. Three years. 
ago, for instance, the return of two Libera’ 
Lord Rectors presaged the land slide of 
1906; and on tho present eccsion the 
victory of two Unionists may teasonably be 
taken as portents of the pelitical foture in 
our constituencies. * 


It was a threo-ball match in both Uni- 
versitios. The regulsr party divisions 
wero complicated by an Independent in 
Edinburgh and a Socialist in Glasgow. This 
mixing up of issues is a reflection of what 
is going on outside the University walls, 
and it adds to rather than, detracts from 
the interest in the results, In Edinburgh 
the vote was—Mr Wyndham (Unionist,) 
826; Mr Winston Churchill (Liberal,) 7273 
and Professor Osler (Independent,) G14. 
The majority for Urionism, was really much 

{ greater than appears in these figures. Most 
‘of tho Oslerites:were Constitutionals, and 
they were caught by his declaration in 
favour of Colonial preference, —an opinion 
that he has brought with him from Canada, 

In Glnsgow the poll was—Dord Curzon 
(Unionist), 947; Mr Lloyd-George (Liberal), 
932; and Mr Keir Hardie (Socialist), 122. 
Lord Carzon had the majority both in the 
“nations” (into which the students, accord- 
ing to old custom, are divided) and in the 
total voto. Mr Keir Handie’s appearance 
was notable as the first time that a Socialist 
has taken part in these struggles. A 
body of seventeen Liberal students from 
India went solid fur Mr Keir Hardie ; they 
admired the tone of his oratory during his 
recent tour in the East; and, with delicious 
irony, their concerted action secured the. 
return of Lord Curzon, an. administrator 
for whom they expressed the strongest 
dislike. The supporters of Lord Curzon 
were ‘wholly British; all the Indian, 
Chinese, Burmeso, . and . Continental 
students,— of whom there are. a. large 
contingent in .Glasgow,—went for Mr 
Lioyd-George or Mr Keir Hardie.
